This has been practically 
accomplished by constructing channels 
through the reefs, by which men-of- 
war can be gathered in the harbors of 


jand by the constant presence of a suffi- 
cient landforce for defense. In the 
general systém of defense the navy is, 
of course, prominent. The army is al- 
ways ready to march to any part of the 
islands, but as it would be almost im- 
possible for any hostile force to reach 
the mainland, the chief reliance is upon 
a guarded channel and the ships of 
war which are assembled in Grassy 
bay, where are also the government 
works and the largest floating dock in 
the world. 

The ships of war which are on the 
North American and West Indies sta- 
tion at present, under the command of 
Vice Admiral Sir John A, Fisher, K. C. 
B., are the Renown, an armored twin- 
screw battle ship of 12,350 tons and 14 
guns; the Talbot, a twin-screw 
cruiser of 5600 tons and J1 guns; the In- 
defatigable, Pallas, Intrepid, Pearl, and 
Uroserpine, each twin-screw cruisers 
of varying tonnage, from 2135 to 3600 
tons, and carrying eight guns each; the 
Hotspur, an armored coast defence ‘ves- 
sel of 4010 tons, with four guns; the 
Quail, a twin-screw torpedo boat de- 
stroyer, with five guns; two. screw 
sloops with six and eight guns, and the 
tender to the Renown. . 

There are also in dock the receivin, 
ship Terror, with eight guns, and th 
depot ship Urgent with two guns. Such 
is the force which Great Britain keeps 
constantly within 600 miles of our At- 
lantic coast, commanded by men who 
have served in the Baltic and Black 
seas during the Crimean war, who 
have bombarded Alexandria, broken 
up~ the slave trade, on the coast of 
Africa, explored the Arctic seas and 
the rivers of the dark continent, and 


fought with Chinese and Egyptians, 
East Indians, Arabs, Cretians and 


Zulus, whose breasts are covered with 
medals, and underneath are hearts of 
English oak, where honor and_ valor 
dwell in unity. The governor of the 
island was with Havelock’s column in 
the Indian’ mutiny of 1857, marched to 
the relief of Lucknow, and was present 
at its capture, and members of his staff 
have seen honorable service in the Sou- 
dan.

COLD MACARONI. : 

There is no more useful food than 
macaroni, and it need never be thrown 
away, as itcan be utilized in nrany ways. 
When the meal is over, the best plan is 
to free it from the sauce or other dress- 
ing in which it has been served; ifa 
cream or other sauce, put it in a colander 
and pour cold water over it, stirring un- 
til the sauce has been washed off; ifa 
plain dressing of butter, use boiling 
water. When the waterruns Off it éntire- 
ly clear, put it in a bowl, cover it with 
fresh, cold water, and set it away ina 
cool place until needed; if set away 
without the covering of water, it would 
quickly become dry and unfit for use. If 
a soup js to be served, cut into inch 
lengths, heat it in a steamer, or in a 
little of the stock (so as to keep the soup 
quite clear, and add it to the soup tu- 
reen the last thing before serving: 


MACARONI AND HAM _  CRO- 
QUETTES 

Take one cupful of cold boiled maca- 
roni, one-half a cupful of finely chopped 
boiled ham, one-quarter of a teaspoonful 
of salt,’ the same of paprika, one-half of 
“a teaspoonful ef onion juice, and one 
teaspoonful chopped parsley. To one- 
half of acupful of scalded milk add one 
heaping teaspoonful of butter and one 
*tablespoonful of flour rubbed togegther 
to a paste, and stir together over the fire 
until thick. Add the other ingredients, 
stir for one minute longer and set away 
until éold. Fgrim into croquettes, dip 
into slightly-beaten -egg, roll in dry 
bread-crumbs' and fry in smoking hot 
fat.

Place ina kettle five or six pounds of 
shin bone, first selecting a bone with con- 
siderable meat. on it; cover with water, 
Place over a moderate fire,’ and cook 
slowty until the meat is tender. Re- 
move the meat and let the Jiquor cook 
until the quantity {s reduced to a pint 
or less; thicken with flour well browned, 
pour Over meut and serve hot. 

JELLY PUDDING. 

Beat four eggs separately; two cup- 
fuls of sugar, one of butter, one of sweet 
cream, one of acid fruit jelly, two table- 
spoonfuls of vanilla, Beat the yolks 
thoroughly, cream the butter, mix but- 
ter, sugar and yolks together, then add 
jelly, and lastly the well frothed whites 
and the seasoning. Bake with an under 
crust. This quantity will make two very 
large puddings, and will be found dell- 
cious. It should .be perfectly cold be- 

| fore being served. 
MOCK APPLE PIE. 

One large cracyer pounded, add a small 
cup of water; add the juice of one lemon, 
and a small cupful of sugar. Bake with 
two crusts. ; 

VEAL LOAF. 

Take three and a half pounds of veal 
and half a pound of salt pork. Chop the 
veal and pork fine. Pound six crackers 
fine, two eggs beaten, one-half cup of 
butter, a teaspoonful of pepper, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of poultry 
dressing. Mix all together thoroughly, 
using a little wateriftoodry. Putintoa 
breadpan, cover with bits of butter and 
dredge with flour. Bake §lowly for two 
hours. When cold slice ‘as you would 
meat. This will keep for some time. 

DATE PIE, 

Beat the yolks of three eggs and one 
cup of sugar together thoroughly; one 
cupful of dates, stoned and chopped, one 
cupful of sweet cream, and a teaspoon- 
ful of butter; flavor with nutmeg. After 
chopping the dates, lay them around on 
the bottom crust and then pour over 
them the eggs, sugar and cream. Add 
the nutmeg and the butter in little bits. 
Cover with crust and bake. Beat the 
whites of the eggs, sweeten with pow- 
dered sugar and frost the pie. 

FANCY CREAM CAKE. 

Beat three eggs, whites and yolks sep- 
arately; «add to the beaten yolks one 
cup of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of cold 
water, one and a half cups of flour, into 
which has been sifted half a teaspoon- 
ful of cream tartar. The last thing, add 
the well-beaten whites, Bake in twa 
tins. 


THE CREAM. 

Put one pint, of milk in double boller, 
add one cup of sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
corn starch wet in a little cold water. 
When thickened, add half a cup of but- 
ter, and flavor with lemon. 

LAYER CAKE, 

One and one-half cups of Sugar, two-

When 
I was asked in one store who delivered 
beer were used in Billerica a week, I 
said about 30 in hot weather. I did not 
buy five cases of beer in any Law- 
rence store, but my son traded, I be- 
lieve, some cider for a case of beer. 

“Tam aware I had no authority to 
authorize anyone to come to Billerica 
with beer or liquor. If the people who 
made that statement against me have 
any property there may be trouble for 
them.”

HALIBUT COMBINE BROKEN. 


GLOUCESTER, May 24—The halibut 
buying combination which virtually 
controls the handling of the entire 
catch both on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts of this country came to a sud- 
den disruption yesterday and in a most 
unexepected manner. 


‘The companies which control this | 
great business are the Atlantic, New 


England and Gardner & Parsons hali- 
but companies, All the catches of the 
country 20,000,000 pounds annually of 
fresh halibut are as absolutely con- 
trolled by this combination as beef is 
by western houses, 

The combination worked along 
smoothly until yesterday when about 
200,000 pounds of fresh halibut was re- 
ceived here. The fares of the Monitor 
and Senator comprising about 120,000 
pounds were received at Boston. There 
was a disagreement here over the as- 
signment of: fares the result being that 
the Atlantic company nofified the New 
England that it did not propose to be 
bound by the agreement and in future 
would act independently. 

The turn in the situation is entirely 
in favor of the fishermen, and they are 
correspondingly elated over this unex- 
pected development. Competition of 
course especially when the fish are 
scarce means higher prices and more 
money for ‘these hardy toilers of the 
sea.

! They say that the-best hotel in Texas 
is to be found at Belton a town on the 
Santa Fenroad and it is kept by ‘‘gev- 
en sanctified sisters." as the proprietors 
are popularly called.

The hotel prospered from the begin- 
ning, and there was no reason why it 
should not, for every thing was neat 
and homelike and the cooking was the 
~best in Texas which is not saying much 
perhaps but is a good reason why it 
was appreciated.
